‘Dear Brethren in the Lord: 
-- “In the midst of troublous and distressful times,” 


The President read his Annual as. follows: 


wrote President Gerberding in 1894, “we are gathered,

have not materially mended. The financial cloud has, 
indeed, in some measure lifted, yet not wholly. In- 
tense restlessness among the laboring classes and sharp 
practices among capitalists disturb the peace of our 
cities; and neither class seems inclined to accept the 
only remedy for every ill, the Gospel rule,—love to God 
as Supreme, and to my neighbor as my equal. 

The apostles of physical culture unite with the apostles 
of intellectual culture in denying standing room to the 
Church of Christ and to His revealed Word. Old- 
fashioned faith and old-fashioned piety are at a dis- 
count. Men are too busy running after their schemes 
of business, morality, or philanthropy to take time 
truly to live. “Organization” is the watchword, and 
men lightly make themselves the slaves of clubs and 
societies, until they have no time for God’s institutions— 
the family and the Church. Meanwhile irreverence, 
_ disobedience to constituted authority, injustice, drunken- 
ness, crimes against nature, sneering unbelief, fantas- 
tic sectarianism, and self-complacent self-righteousness 
abound and increase. Such are 

The Obstacles 
against which our Synod, stretching from the suburbs 
of Chicago to the shores of the Pacific, must contend. 
The temptations of this New World and these restless 
times fall with peculiar force on our Lutheran popula- 
tion, whether in their earlier emigrant stage, bewildered 
in a strange land, or in the critical transition period, 
when every step forward brings them face t face with 
new and subtler dangers.- | 
| The Mission of Our Synod

The General Council. 


- Referring for particulars to the Report of the Dele- 
gates I would add that our Synod has every reason to 
feel itself an integral part of the Council. Its churches 
are in great measure the chief charge of the English 
Home Mission Board. The Council called members of 
this body to places on its chief Standing Committees. 
Professor Gerberding is Staff Correspondent of the pro- 
posed English weekly paper. The treatment of this 
Synod by the Council has been honorable, and our co- 
operation in all the work of the General Council should 
continue to be most hearty. 


An English Weekly Church Paper, 


lying between a private enterprise and an official organ, 
is to be issued by the General Council, and is Compe: 
ed to the regard of our people. 


The Luther League Movement 


has brought us into communication with other parts 
of the church. The great National Convention at Pitts- 
burgh, which Bro. Kuhns and I attended Oct. 31-Nov. 
1, and at which we were chosen members of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Luther League of America, is to 
be repeated in Chicago next fall. Let our several 
Leagues be well represented. This national League 
stands on the Unaltered Augsburg Confession, and is 


a vast influence for good. The League of the Church 


of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, took part in a successful 
S. E. Wisconsin League meeting in the Norwegian- 
English Church, Milwaukee (Rev. E. O. Loe, pastor), 
in February. A second meeting wil be held at Mani- 
towoc this summer. 

Our Synodical League meeting will emphasize this 
movement among us,’ and remind us that the Luther 
League is not something apart from the congregation, 
but simply the congregation, or an interested portion 
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thereof, addressing itself in an organized way to a speci- 
fic line of work. That work, whatever ‘iterary or social 
features it may admit, must revolve around the church, 
its faith, its life, its hopes, its duties. No Luther League 
has any excuse for its being that does not directly foster 
a Lutheran consciousness and tend to build up Christian 


Official Visits 


“were made to but half of our churches. September 5, 


1895, I took part in the cornerstone laying of “The First 
English Lutheran Church of St. Peter, Minn.,” in whose 
beginnings I was personally interested. This church is 
now coimpleted and occupied, and the congregation has 
united with the Augustana Synod of the General Coun- 
cil. (Its pastor, Rev. Prof. John Sander, has consented 
to preach the ordination sermon to-morrow evening.) 

On that occasion I visited St. John’s, Minneapolis, 
and St. Paul’s, Red Wing. April 12, 1896, I installed 
pastors in these two churches, and on the previous Fri- 
day visited Trinity, West St. Paul. Gladly would I have 
re-visited Duluth and gone even to the west coast, but 
my Seminary duties and the lack of funds in the Synodi- 
cal treasury for this purpose prevented. It is to be 
hoped that the General Council Superintendent of 
Home Missions, Rev. J. E. Whitteker, who honors us 
with his presence, may make a complete visitation of 
this field. 

The ministerial circular Lest begun last year have 
passed from study to study, and kept the clergy ac- 
quainted with one another’s work and trials. This is a 
sort of perpetual session of Synod. Besides this, the 
brethren have submitted special statements of their par- 
ishes on the basis of queries printed in last year’s Re- 
port. 
Many delicate questions have arisen which have 


called for much official correspondence, but which in 
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their present stage, are not matter for synodical consid- 


eration. It is our endeavor as a Synod to press most 
vigorously the peculiar work Providence has laid on us, 
and yet to keep within the limits of righteousness and 
brotherly love. Touching, as we do, so many interests 
in our extended territory, our task is not an easy one. 


We must bear in mind that the acts of each affect the 


interests of all; and, while we strive to be aggressive, 
we must carefully weigh our actions and their effect on 


the common weal. | 
Pastoral 


continue to take -place, and will presently reduce the 
list of founders to one or two. Our efficient Secretary, 
Rev. Augustus Steimle, closed his four years’ pastorate 
at St. Paul’s, Red Wing, Dec. 31, 1895, and was on 
April 4 transferred to the New York Ministerium. 


Only the fact that he is especially fitted for building up — 


an English church in Brooklyn, N. Y., out of the fam- 
ilies once ministered to by his sainted father, reconciles 
us to the change. We were able to find an admirable 
supply for St. Paul’s in Student (now Rev.) O. G. U. Sil- 
jan, of the Chicago Theological Seminary, until Rev. J. 
A. Leas, of Goshen, Ind., arrived. Having been trans- 
ferred from the Chicago Synod, he was installed on the 
evening of April 12. 

On the morning of that day I installed a second 
brother, Rev. Alfred Ramsey, who came from Union- 
town, Pa., with a transfer from the Pittsburgh Synod. 
In him the work of St. John’s, Minneapolis, which was 
so admirably sustained for two years by Rev. Prof. E. 
G. Lund, of the United Norwegian Theological Semi- 
nary, passes under the care of a regular pastor. : 

With the last Church year, Rev. Jas. F. Beates closed 
his arduous labors in the Women’s Memorial Church of 
the Holy Trinity, Salt Lake City, built under his minis- 
try, and immediately took charge of Holy Trinity, Se- 
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-attle, Wash. As Bro. Anda had kept that church alive a 


during a long vacancy, Bro. Beates was, in turn, able to 
minister to St. John’s, Tacoma, during the protracted 
fever from which, by the grace of God, Bro. Anda has 
‘just recovered. 

When Rev. Adam C. Sweinsberg came won Nowe 
‘Scotia, with a transfer from the Pittsburgh Synod, and, 
on April 26, took charge of the Salt Lake church, every 
pulpit in the Synod was at last supplied. But the resig- 
nation of Rev. R. L. Leatherman, of Salem, Minneapo- | 
lis, one of the founders of this Synod, to take effect in 
August, once more breaks our ranks. As the first set- 
tled pastor of Salem, Bro. Leatherman has during the 
past six years gathered a congregation of great promise. 
In this connection I wish to commend the church coun- 
cils of our vacant parishes for their promptness in ap- 
prizing the President of vacancies and in ecliciting his 
cooperation in filling them. 

Rev. J. L. Deaton, with recovered health, has re- 


‘sumed active work as Synodical missionary of the Ten- 


nessee Synod in Watauga County, N. C., and was, on 


_May 16, dismissed to that Synod. 3 


The State of the Churches 


is gathered only in part by an inspection of the statistical 


reports. The church councils keep their various proper- 
ties in good order. St. James, Tacoma, received a 


communion set and baptismal bowl from Chicago 


friends. St. Paul’s, Red Wing, received its new organ, 
referred to last year. Salem, Minneapolis, has purchased 


a Mason and Hamlin 3-manual “Liszt” organ... In few 


of our churches are there regular choirs; congregational _ 
singing is, however, everywhere fostered. _ 

The chancel of St. John’s, Duluth, has been given a 
more churchly appearance by the construction of an 


‘altar and the use of the altar vestments appropriate 


to. the various church seasons. It were well if this 
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mode of marking the church seasons, now found in 
several churches, became general. 


The frequent changes of pastors makes it impera- 


tively necessary to keep up the history of the parishes 
from year to year. A successor will with difficulty 
compile what an actor in the history could easily note. 

Every church record should contain a list of the en- 
tire church membership, including baptized children, 
arranged, if possible, according to families, or in any 
way that will recognize tthe child’s right, under our 
Lutheran view of baptism, to a place in the church. In 
transferring members, the baptized children should also 
be transferred and the change noted. 

Several pastors report their Easter cecneiiahohil as 
the largest in the history of the congregation, that at 
Salt Lake embracing every member but one. All de- 
plore the prevalent idea that one communion a year is 
sufficient. Some communicants are so much under the 
influence of “feeling” as to think that, if they.do not 
specially “feel” the need of the Holy Supper they ought 
not partake of it. Such persons ought carefully to exam- 
ine their own hearts according to Luther’s “Questions 
for those who Propose to Receive the Lord’s Supper.” 

In nearly every church there have been decided 
gains over the year’s losses. The exceptions are in that 
“stony field”—Salt Lake City, and also at Seattle, 
where, after a long vacancy of two and a half years, the 
‘pastor must first find the scattered sheep of the old 
flock. 
_ Qur remote Western fields suffer from the migtation 
to the Alaskan gold fields, just as we, here in the centre 

of the country, suffer from a change of members from 
city to city or town to country in search of work. Yet 
precisely in this way the gospel was originally spread 
through Palestine and as far west as Rome. 

Our western brethren deserve our heartiest sympathy 
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in their testimony against materialism and unchurchli- 


ness. May our Saviour Christ keep them and the flock 
of God committed to them. 
_ All of us in the larger cities find that the great dis- 


‘tance from the house of God at which our people live, 


cuts down the average attendance, and hampers us in 
various ways. Yet this very dispersion of our flocks 
enlarges our circle of influence and paves the way for 
future missions. We must guard our people against al- 
lowing it to be a temptation to neglect attendance on 
the preaching of the Word. I wish that I could repeat 
this warning in every pulpit, yea, read this whole Re- 
port in every church so that all our people might hear 
(which is better than merely to read) what is taking place 
in our Synod, and what our dangers are. 

With reference to the collections, one pastor writes: 
“Our people are not selfish or local in their ideas. If 
they had the means to help the church at large they — 
would do more in that line.” True; but giving grows 
with loving, and loving grows with knowledge. One of | 
our women’s societies has the wise custom of spending 
the time each month in reviewing the church papers of 
the month and in doctrinal and devotional readings. 

For the size of the congregation the Salt Lake church 
bears the palm for contributions for current expenses. 


Doubtless we could all do better, if we saw to it that 


every confirmed member made a stated contribution 
towards the support of the local church, beginning with 
the day of confirmation. Often children think that they 
are excused because of their parents’ contributions or 
the fact of their not earning anything. They must be 
encouraged to begin with small sums, and to consider 
it a privilege to contribute to the support of the Gospel. 
Every communicant ought also to contribute something: 


‘ each year to all the great causes which appeal to all 


Synods and all church members alike. — 
More of our ' youth than hitherto are seeking a high- 
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er education. Mr. A. B..McIntosh, of Trinity, St. Paul, 
a graduate of the Philadelphia Theological Seminary, 
has been called to an eastern church, and has been or- 
_dained by the Pennsylvania Ministerium. 

In all this survey there is abundant cause for grati- 
tude and courage. Our work would prosper still more 
were our churches nearer to one another and our people 
able personally to encourage one another. For the pur- 
_ pose of uniting more firmly those more favorably situ- 

ated, I Ariausicas my suggestion of a year ago that the 

Central Conference 

be forthwith organized and that meetings be held in 
the fall or winter. Where several churches are found 
in the same city a sort of missionary tour might be 
made from church to church, half a day in each. 

Of one thing let us be sure: 

The English Tide . 
is slowly rising in the whole Northwest. Several days 


spent this week with three large Synods have filled me 


with hope in regard to English developments and yet 
only deepened the conviction that this little Synod of 
ours is kindling a light in every quarter of the North- 


west whereby others will the easier perceive their duty 
and how to do it. There are scores of pastors and hun- — 


dreds of parents and young people in the Northwest 
yearning and struggling to introduce English, but they 
do not know how to take hold of the matter. Whether 
they come to us or whether they merely gather inspira- 
tion from us, they are going, in the near future, to labor 
for the cause so dear to our hearts, a pure Lutheran 


Church in the language of this country. God speed 


every movement of this sort, and hasten the day when 


every town in the Northwest will have its English Luth- 


eran church.

_ The report was adopted, and the new members were 
presented and welcomed by the President as members 
of this Synod. 

On motion it was resolved that the Treasurer, Mr. C. 
A. Smith, be accorded the privileges of the floor. 


REPORT OF THE DELEGATES TO THE GENERAL COUNCIL. 


The two delegates of this Synod attended the Twenty- 
fifth Convention of the General Council at Easton, Pa., 
Oct. 9-15, 1895. The opening Sermon by Dean Jacobs 
on “An Aggressive Christianity” gave the keynote of 
_the Convention. 

- J. The General Council adopted the Basis of Co- 
operation (pp. 15-18) reported by the Joint Committee of 
the General Council and the General Synod. The Gen- 
eral Synod and the United Synod of the South had al- 
ready adopted it. It includes the subject of Home Mis- 
sions, and provides for a Committee of Arbitration to 
settle difficulties arising. These propositions are re- 
ferred to the Synods of the Council for their adoption. _ 

II. A Committee on the holding of a General Con- 
ference in 1896, was appointed, in which the three bodies 
above named and the United en Church are 
represented. 

Ill. The Publication Board reported a surplus of 
$8,000, which was transferred to Home and Foreign 
Missions, excepting the small amount needed for the 
current expenses of the Council. The Board was or- 
dered to set aside thirty per cent. of the income from 
the publications for a Publication House. Rooms have 
since been secured by the Board, at No. 1204 Walnut 
street, Philadelphia, Pa. | 
_ IV. With reference to English Home Missions, the 
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Synods were urged to increase their contributions, which 


averaged $11,500 during the past two years, so as to 
realize at least $20,000 for each of the next two years. 


' Of this amount $500 per annum was asked of this Synod. — 


_ Of the loans of the Church Extension Society, $6,- 
844 have been granted to Churches in this body. 

V. Incorporated with the preceding report, in a 
special pamphlet reprinted from the Minutes, is a “Re- 
port on the Reorganization of the Home Mission Work 
of the General Council”, looking to concentration of all 
synodical missions under the general committees. The 
Council approved the general principle and referred the 
Report to the Synods for examination and action” (pp.
